Council says it will fight 
‘irrational’ home decision

A COUNCIL has defended its 
decision to lodge a High Court 
appeal against a planning 
inspector's decision to block the 
authority's demolition order on a 
controversial house extension. 

Central Bedfordshire says it 
cannot allow the decision over the 
seven-bedroom house in Barton-le- 
Clay, owned by businessman Syed 
Shah, to go ‘unchallenged’. 

Last month, the inspector ruled 
that the extension to the property 
was not illegal. 

Mr Shah criticised the authority’s 


decision as a ‘waste of taxpayers’ 
money’ and said the council’s plan¬ 
ning report in 2011 contradicted 
their High Court appeal documents. 

The row began when Mr Shah 
started work on the house in April 
2012 after being given planning per¬ 
mission to extend it by 45 per cent. 

Towards the end of the construc¬ 
tion last year Central Bedfordshire 
accused him of extending it by 200 
per cent and they served him with a 
demolition order in August. 

Mr Shah then appealed the 
decision and won following the 
inspector’s ruling on April 24 this 
year. 

After the appeal, a spokeswoman 
for Central Bedfordshire said the

authority had been advised that it 
had ‘no grounds to challenge the 
conclusions’. 

However, this week Councillor 
Nigel Young said the council was 
now appealing because it felt that 
the inspector’s decision had been 


‘irrational’. 

He said: “Having reflected we 
didn’t feel we could stand by and let 
the decision go unchallenged as it 
departs so far away from our 
established position on this type of 
development in the Green Belt. 

“As a result, we felt bound to seek a 
review of the decision by the Court. 

“We believe that the building 
which is there now is not at all what 
was granted permission and that the 
inspector’s decision was irrational. 

“He failed to take into account a 
number of factors including the 
impact of the increase in floor space 
on the Green Belt - the building now 
has whole extra floors - and we disa¬ 
gree with his conclusion that the 


development is proportionate, given 
its inclusion in the Green Belt and 
Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty.” 

Mr Shah said: “I have not affected 
the countryside as they have stated 
and I have not exceeded any height 
or width restrictions. 

“The building was two storeys 
before and it is now three storeys. 

“I am at least six inches below the 
height level that was granted to me. 

“What else can I say? Their delegat¬ 
ed planning report from 2011 about 
my property contradicts what’s in 
their appeal. I am not getting away 
with anything. I think this is a waste 
of taxpayers’ money when they 
could have spoken with me instead.”

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Student accused of rape tells 
jury he was not at the scene

A UNIVERSITY law student 
accused of raping and robbing a 
prostitute told a jury this week 
that he was having a haircut at 
the time he was alleged to have 
committed the act. 

Ali Hafeez, 18, of Flint Close, 
Luton, who is studying at City 
University, admitted he had sex 
with the woman, but said it hap¬ 
pened the day before - after she 
had approached him as he drove 
through the town. 

He denies two counts of rape 
and one of robbery on June 8 last 
year. 

On Wednesday Hafeez told St 
Albans Crown Court: “She said: 
‘Are you looking for business?’ I 
have no explanation for it. 

“The opportunity was there. She 
said it was £25. 


“I said: ‘Yes’ I knew I done wrong. 
It was out of the blue. I have never 
used a prostitute before.” 

Hafeez told the jury she directed 
him to a car park on Kingham 
Way where they had sex. 

He said he felt a bit guilty, 
dropped her off and went back to 
the university library 

The prosecution allege that 
Hafeez was the man who raped 
the woman the following day after 
pointing something at the back of 
her head. 

In a 999 recording played to the 
jury, she was heard to say: “I have 
just been robbed and attacked by 
a guy in a car. 

‘I am not going to lie. I am a pros¬ 
titute. He said he had a knife and 
took my money and my phone.” 

She described her attacker as a 
young Asian in his early 20s wear¬ 
ing jeans and blue trainers. 


She said what had happened was 
a bit of a blur. 

Prosecutor Peter Shaw said on 
June 8 last year the woman was 
standing in Biscot Road, Luton, 
having just received £20 from a 
customer, when a maroon- 
coloured car pulled up. 

She leant inside and established 
that the driver was there to do 
business and he drove to the car 
park off Reginald Street. 

They got into the back of the car 
and she asked for £20 first. 

She thought he was going to 
hand over the money, but felt 
something cold pressed against 
the back of her head. 

Hafeez is said to have told her all 
prostitutes deserve what they get. 

He said he had paid one £40, but 
had ended up being robbed of 
hundreds. 

Hafeez is alleged to have told her 


to hand over her money. 

She said she had none, but he 
found £20 hidden underneath the 
insole of her shoe. 

After the alleged incident the 
woman ran to Old Bedford Road 
and dialled 999 from a phone box. 

Hafeez was arrested at his then 
address in Tenby Road and then 
picked out by the woman at an 
identity parade. 

Mr Shaw said condoms recov¬ 
ered from the car park allegedly 
had DNA linked to the defendant. 

Hafeez, who is the oldest child in 
his family with three sisters and 
two brothers, told the court that 
on the day of the rape he had been 
robbed of £160 and received a vic¬ 
tim pack from the police. 

He said that at the time the rape 
took place he was having his hair 
cut by a man called Ibrahim. 

The case continues.

THE MP for Luton South is to 
meet with staff at an Islamic 
faith school which Ofsted 
has branded as ‘inadequate'. 

Gavin Shuker has said he 
wants to ‘get to the bottom of 
some of the content of 
Ofsted’s report’ after inspec¬ 
tors said Olive Tree was not 
doing enough to ‘present bal¬ 
anced views of the world’. 

The education watchdog 
released its findings on 
Monday following an inspec¬ 
tion last month which was cut 
short when parents and staff 
complained about children 
being asked questions about 
homosexuality. 

Farasat Latif, the chair of 
governors at the school, has 
criticised the report as being 
‘half-baked’ and ‘highly 
politicised’. 

Ofsted had stated that the 
school’s library had ‘too few 
books about the world’s major 
religions other than Islam’. 

It said: “Some books in the 
children’s library promote 
fundamentalist views which 
do not support the pupils’ 
development for life in mod¬ 
ern Britain.” 

However, the report noted 
that Year 6 pupils were reach¬ 
ing the expected level of 


attainment in national tests 
in reading, spelling, punctu¬ 
ation, grammar and mathe¬ 
matics. 

Pupils were also said to be 
well behaved and courteous 
towards their classmates and 
teachers. 

Mr Shuker: “Of course it is a 
concern for ah of us when a 
school in Luton is deemed 
inadequate by Ofsted. 

“The report highlights some 
positives to the operation of 
the school, but on paper there 
appear to be great concerns 
too. That is why I have asked 
to meet with the staff in order 


to get to the bottom of some 
of the content of Ofsted’s 
report and I will be speaking 
to them later in the week. 

“It is important for us to 
make sure that Luton’s chil¬ 
dren are getting the best, 
most balanced education 
they can, and I want to be 
part of making sure that 
every child can access that.” 

Mr Latif added that the 
school was now seeking legal 
advice on how it would 
respond to Ofsted’s report. He 
has also written a letter to the 
watchdog seeking clarifica¬ 
tion on some of its findings.

An ex-drug dealer’s vehicle, 
which has been seized by the 
authorities, will be on display 


throughout the day. 

Cllr Tafheen Sharif, the 
Deputy Police and Crime 
Commissioner, said: “This is 
an opportunity to reinvigor¬ 
ate the successes of last year. 

“Tackling drug dealing and 
antisocial behaviour are 
priorities for the area and I’m 
pleased that we have been 
able to help through this 
project”.

AN MP has said he will work 
with the authorities and 
community to tackle bikers 
who keep interrupting 
cricket matches. 

Andrew Selous, MP for 
South West Bedfordshire, 
said he was ‘not prepared’ to 
allow ‘thugs’ to prevent 
Houghton Chargers Cricket 
Club from playing their 
matches on Houghton Regis 
village green. 

Over the past year the 


Chargers have had their 
games interrupted and have 
also been forced to abandon 
others because of teenagers 
riding across the pitch during 
the matches. 

Mr Selous said: “It’s won¬ 
derful to see cricket being 
played there as it is a quintes- 
sentially British thing. 

“And all these clubs are pro¬ 
viding active and purposeful 
activities that keep young 
people out of trouble. 

“I am not prepared to let 
these thugs stop them from 
playing on this pitch and I 


want to engage the whole 
community in this. The 
police and the councils have 
a role to play and I would like 
to see the community 
involved in it.” 

Bedfordshire Police said 
they did not have enough 
resources for officers to pro¬ 
vide continuous coverage at 
the games. 

But a spokeswoman added 
that the force would ‘contin¬ 
ue to work with the Chargers 
to try to provide as much help 
as we can to make their 
season successful’.

A magic formula for housing 

SIR - Gavin Shuker seemed to be calling for 
a magic trick to solve the housing shortage 
and to make housing more affordable in his 
column ( LoS , May 25). 

I can only assume he was joking when he 
trotted out the worn-out socialist ‘solutions’ 
which involve making life difficult for 
landlords and increasing wages. 

Trouble is, that when you hurt the 
landlords, it deters any more would-be ‘buy 
to let’ people and the number of rented 
properties stops growing. 

Next he wants to push up wages. Don’t we 
all? But who’s going to pay for that? The 
tax-payer? The consumer? Or all of us, 
because our products become 
uncompetitive in the export market? 

So let’s look at basics: we have too many 
people and too little accommodation, and 
the situation isn’t improving. 

But houses aren’t evaporating into thin air, 
therefore, perhaps more people have come 
from somewhere? 

We are told that immigration is good for us 
partly because immigrants do the low-paid 
work that others won’t. But they still have to 
live somewhere, Mr Shuker. 

He tells us that 4,600 low-paid workers 
are in receipt of housing benefit. Has he 
wondered if there might just be a teensy- 
weensy chance of a connection there? 

So here’s my magic formula: 

• Adopt the Australian system for immi¬ 
gration and require a ‘UK entry fee’ of say 
£10,000 plus proof of employment and the 


ability to pay one’s way. 

• Only build houses where more people are 
needed and bar newcomers from settling in 
overcrowded conurbations like Luton until 
they’ve been in the UK for five years. 

• Stop daft politicians telling immigrants 
they’re welcome to come to Luton. Luton is 
already full. We need less people not more 
sprawling expansion across green belt. 

When the supply of ‘cheap immigrant 
labour’ dries up, jobs will still need doing 
and wages will rise for the right, reasons. 

And, magically, it will no longer be neces¬ 


sary to pay anybody housing benefit. 
Abracadabra.

Time to knock war

So, while I enjoyed the 
older guys misbehaving last 
week, I think the pomp and 
circumstance is overdone 
and the complete lack of any 
balance or reality check, a bit 
cringeworthy. 

Even veterans’ associations 
recognise it is time to call it 
time, as many are disband¬ 
ing. It is right to hold proper 
memorials on November 11, 
but no more celebrations 
please. 

Perhaps we should move on 
and congratulate the 
European Union for doing its 
bit to ensure there has been 
no war on our continent for 
70 years. I won’t hold my 
breath though. 


O NCE again statins are 
in the news, so 
perhaps it is time to 
once again recall my 
experience.

A MAN has been given an 
extended prison sentence of 
14 years for repeatedly 
raping a Luton woman in her 
office last Christmas. 

The victim had been work¬ 
ing alone in her office on 
December 27 when she was 
raped by Adison Bridet, 22, of 
no fixed address, who had 
asked to use the phone. 

He pleaded guilty at Luton 
Crown Court to a charge of 
rape and two other assault 


offences and he will now 
serve 10 years behind bars. 

Once released, he will be on 
extended licence for four 
years. 

Judge Philip Bartle ordered 
that Bridet’s name be added 
to the Sex Offenders’ Register 
and he was made the subject 
of a Sexual Offences 
Prevention Order. 

The court heard that Bridet 
claimed he had been out the 
night before and his phone 
had been taken. 

At the time of the offence 
Bridet was already on bail 


following a rape allegation in 
Portsmouth. 

After making his call, Bridet 
dragged the 22-year-old into 
a back room where he raped 
her three times. 

He then allowed her to get 
dressed and, having left the 
office, handed himself in at 
Luton Police Station. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Bartle said: “This was a 
prolonged and sustained 
incident. 

“She was vulnerable 
because she was a woman 
alone in her office.”

Luton Council Leader Hazel 
Simmons reviews progress in 
plans for the future of the town 


WHEN launching the 
Council’s Prospectus for 
Luton 18 months ago, I out¬ 
lined our three main priori¬ 
ties for 2013-16 - to ensure 
that people are safe, support¬ 
ed and healthy, with access to 
great education and training, 
and to make our town fit for 
economic growth. 

Today I am looking at the 
economy and wellbeing, what 
we have achieved so far, and 
addressing an all-important 
question: what’s next for Luton? 

We are delivering major 
improvements at the Ml 
Junction 10a bottleneck, with¬ 
out which it would be impos¬ 
sible to grow the number of 
jobs available, or for the 
planned expansion of London 
Luton Airport to take place. 

Works to complete the inner 
ring road will complete this 
summer, unlocking potential 
development sites and easing 
movement around the town 
centre. We also continue to 
progress the Local Plan and 
are working with other local 
authorities to address Luton’s 
severe housing need. 

Now we are looking at our 
ongoing revenue savings 
requirements and how we can 
continue to grow the town’s 
economy and the opportuni¬ 
ties for local people to secure 
employment and skills. 

In the next edition of the 


Prospectus we will be looking 
to include a significant invest¬ 
ment appraisal for Luton 
which identifies opportunities 
for further regeneration. Our 
ground rents are around 25 
per cent of those in central 
London, yet we are only 25 
minutes away. We need to 
exploit this potential for 
inward investment. 

We are looking at developing 
a major carbon reduction 
scheme, not only for residen¬ 
tial properties but also busi¬ 
ness premises and public 
buildings. Energy prices are 
only set to rise, and it’s essen¬ 
tial that we reduce both 
Luton’s consumption and 
associated spend. 

We have begun work with 
parents, communities and 
partners led by the Pre-School 
Learning Alliance on a project 
called Flying Start to improve 
the early life chances of babies 
and young children in some of 
our most deprived areas. 

We will focus on improving 
communication and lan¬ 
guage, social and emotional 
wellbeing and nutrition 
through activities that will 


make a real difference to fam¬ 
ily life. 

Work with GPs has helped 
the Council increase by 66 per 
cent the number of people 
aged 40-74 having a health 
check. Nonetheless there 
remains room for improve¬ 
ment, with the proportion of 
local cardiovascular deaths 
exceeding national rates, and 
it will remain a focus for the 
Council to ensure more peo¬ 
ple receive the best advice to 
lower their risk. 

Improved wellbeing, particu¬ 
larly of older residents, is also a 
target with partners to ensure 
delivery of health and social 
care under the Government’s 
Better Care Fund. 

This programme is set in the 
context of ongoing and severe 
national public sector spend¬ 
ing cuts, in which Luton 
Council still needs to save 
another £52 million by 2019. 

We will consult with you as 
to how we can deliver this tar¬ 
get while maintaining a focus 
on economic prosperity, edu¬ 
cation and training, and the 
care of our most vulnerable 
people.

Cruise and co. throw up a summer 
surprise in their fight aaainst aliens

EDGE OF TOMORROW 


Out now 

IF LAST month saw the best block¬ 
buster of the summer season so far 
with X-Men, then this is undoubt¬ 
edly up there - and definitely gets 
the award for the most surprising. 

There’s no denying Tom Cruise’s 
stock has fallen in the past few years, 
but this gripping sci-fi adventure 
shouldn’t suffer because of it - 
despite it hitting the big screen with¬ 
out a lot of fanfare. 

The Cruiser still rolls out some 
good performances - more recently 
with M-I: Ghost Protocol and Jack 
Reacher - and the cleverly conceived 
Edge of Tomorrow proves that he’s 
still got a screen presence, and that 
it’s far better than the underwhelm¬ 
ing Oblivion. 

Cruise stars as pencil-pushing 
Major Cage, a PR man who has never 
seen a day of combat, who gets 
dropped into what amounts to a 
‘suicide’ mission against an unre¬ 
lenting alien assault (who have 
advanced throughout Europe), after 
a row with General Brigham 
(Brendan Gleeson) in London. 

But after killing one of the master 
versions of these (quite impressively 
created) multi-tentacle burrowing 
aliens (known as ‘mimics’), he finds 
himself in a time-loop forcing him to 
live out the same brutal combat over 
and over again on the banks of 
Normandy. 

Fortunately an elite Special Forces 
agent - played by Brit starlet Emily 
Blunt (The Devil Wears Prada) who 
shows she can now lead a major film 
- has had these mysterious powers 



transferred to her before, and tells 
Cage to find her every time he comes 
back from the dead, so she can train 
him and find a way to destroy them. 

And while this Groundhog Day 
scenario might sound preposterous 
to some, it’s done in such a refresh¬ 
ingly ingenious way - particularly 
when he gets ‘one over’ his squad, or 
its Master Sergeant Farell (Aliens’ 


Bill Paxton). With clever editing, and 
a sharp witty script, it ends up 
undoubtedly being one of the best 
action films in the past few years. 

Throw in well-acted and likeable 
performances all-round - led by an 
engaging camaraderie between 
Cruise and Blunt - and one of the 
best alien races seen on the big 
screen since erm, Alien, then this, 


for the most part, is genuinely 
compelling stuff. 

The third act does end up being a 
bit predictable compared to the 
cleverness that goes before it, but 
The Bourne Identity director Doug 
Liman really does a very commend¬ 
able job that deserves immense 
praise - especially as it puts a smile 
on your face during the impressive 


comical relief. More importantly, 
Cruise shows he can still provide 
edge-of-your-seat thrills - and 
shoulder the responsibility of a 
blockbuster. 

It’s a movie that should be seen 
today, or at the very least, by 
tomorrow.

Hyundai is looking for its ilO city 
car to step up from being merely 
branded good value for money to 
being considered ‘best in class - or 
thereabouts. With smart styling, 
plenty of pace inside, strong 
equipment levels and a focus on 
refinement, it’s in with a genuine shot. 

It’s a bigger car than its predecessor, 
adding 80mm to the length and 65mm 
to the width. It sits 50mm lower too, 
helping it avoid the Noddy-car look of 
many city cars. The arced sill finisher 
on the flanks is an idea that looks to 
have been cribbed from Renault but 
works extremely well in giving the 
sides some shape and depth. The big 
front air dam looks surprisingly sporty, 
giving the ilO a much more dynamic 
look than many deliberately cutesy 
small cars. Inside, the i 10 offers best- 


in-class legroom and cargo capacity. 
Front and rear passengers benefit 
from combined legroom of 1,890mm, 
while boot capacity has been boosted 
by more than 10 per cent to 252 litres 
with all seats in place. By contrast, 
a Skoda Citigo offers 251 litres, so 
Hyundai just squeaks in above the 
class benchmark. Buyers choose 
between 66PS 1.0-litre or 87PS 1.2-litre 
petrol engines. 

Factor in a 5 year/unlimited mileage 
warranty arrangement and the ilO 
looks able to compete with the class 
best, even when its pitched at much 
the same price as them. That’s a clear 
statement of intent from Hyundai. It’s 
evidence of real confidence in their 
product and the Koreans are bullish 
about its prospects. After a first look, 
it appears their optimism may be 
well-founded.

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All round star gets 
a draw for county 
in first test match 

CRICKET 

BEDFORDSHIRE CCC kicked off their test 
season with a hard fought draw at home to 
Suffolk last week. 

Starting last Sunday in Luton, the three 
day test saw Bedfordshire mount a come¬ 
back to snatch a draw. 

Coach Paul Oakins was full of praise for 
Andy Reynoldson, who put in an excellent 
all round performance, saying: “He batted 
very well, scoring 90 runs in the first 
innings. He and Shabbz Hussain put on a 
great last stand, with Shabbz getting 50 
from 50 before he was bowled out. 

“Andy carried on his form in their first 
innings, picking up four wickets.” 

The last stand, of more than 100, saw 
Bedford attain a respectable score from 
their first innings. 

Bedford finished their first innings on 248 
all out, while Suffolk racked up 305-5 
before declaring. 

In the second innings, Bedfordshire played 
a slow, sensible game in order to work their 
way back into the match. 

“We batted up until tea time on the final 
day when they got us all out for 351, giving 
them a huge total to chase with little time 
remaining. 

“We didn’t want to give them a chance to 
win after we worked so hard to get back 
into the match.” 

When asked what his hopes for the sea¬ 
son were, Oakins said: “Every game we’ve 
played in we’ve improved. We’re just look¬ 
ing to carry on improving. 

“We’ll hopefully have Darren Blacktopp 
returning for our next match, a Twenty20 
friendly against Hertfordshire. I want to 
give him a go before our next three day 
game against Cumberland early next 
month.” 

Blacktopp’s return will be a welcome 
boost for Bedfordshire. 

The 23-year-old, who plays at wicket¬ 
keeper in the field, was in superb batting 
form but injured his foot in training in May. 

On his return, Oakins said: “He’s almost 
ready to play again, but I want to ease him 
back into it so I hope he will be reading for 
the friendly later this month.” 

Further changes to the squad from the 
Suffolk match look set to happen too, with 
Oakins adding: “For the game against 
Hertfordshire we will look to rotate some 
players too, to give others a first chance to 
play at county level.” 

Bedfordshire host Hertfordshire in the 
Twenty20 friendly at Flitwick on Friday, 
before resuming league competition away 
to Cumberland on July 7. 


Sprinter eyes Euros 
after personal best 



ATHLETICS 

LUTON athlete Deji Tobais is on the cusp of 
qualifying for the European Championships 
after a strong performance in Germany. 

Tobais recorded a personal best of 10.18 in the 
100m at the Regensburg Athletics meet on fune 
7, which was the eighth fastest time of any Great 
Britain sprinter this year and sees him post a 
qualifying time for the annual European 
Championships in Zurich ahead of the trials at 
the end of this month. 

On his performance in Regensburg, Tobais 
said: “It was a welcome improvement and was a 
long time coming. 

“I’ve been running 10.2 for the past two years 
so to finally break that barrier was a great feel¬ 
ing.” 

That time puts him under the 10.2 qualifying 
time for the European Championships and a 
repeat performance at British Championships 
in Birmingham, which run between 27-29 June 
at the Alexander Stadium. 

The championships double as qualifying tri¬ 
als for Zurich and Deji is quietly confident of his 
chances of securing a seat on the plane to 
Switzerland. 

He said: “My aim now is to make the team for 
the European Championships. 

“It will be a big ask of me because everyone 
else around me is having a strong season 
around me, but I am confident enough in my 
own ability that I will be able to make the 
team.” 

If he makes the team, he will be part of a group 
which will likely include the hotly tipped young 
sprinter Chijindu Ujah, who recently became 
only the sixth Briton to break the 10 second bar¬ 
rier, with a 9.96 last week. 

Recently, he has also been working with 
Olympic champion long jumper Greg 
Rutherford, with whom he shares a coach, Jonas 
Tawaih-Dodoo, who has been working with 
him in an effort to improve the Olympian’s abil¬ 
ity as a sprinter. 

On working with Rutherford, Tobais said: 
“He’s been working alongside us as a sprinter 
and is constantly aiming to improve like us. 

“He’s part of the same training group as me 


and it’s been great to work alongside him.” The 
Olympian has been training with the aim of 
becoming a top class sprinter in order to 
improve his ability in his chosen discipline, 
long jump. 

Having heartbreakingly missed out on trials 
for this summer’s Commonwealth Games in 
Glasgow, Tobais’ is totally focused on making 
the team for Zurich. 

He said: “First I’ve got to concentrate on 


Birmingham at the end of the month to make 
sure I get there. 

“After that, I can then look forward to Zurich, 
which will be a great experience to compete in 
if I make it there.” 

“I’ve got my eyes on a few races following the 
Euros, if I get there, but after trials me and my 
coach are going to sit down and look at where I 
am in my career before we decide on anything 
concrete about where I will next compete.” 


Boxer hopes

LUTON-born fighter Jordan Reynolds is look¬ 
ing to end his season on a high with victory at 
the Haringey Box Cup at Alexandra Palace, 
London. 

The 17-year-old ( pictured) will compete in 
the welterwight division at the three-day 
event, which begins next Friday (June 20). 

The competition, being aired live on Sky pay- 
per view channel BoxNation, consists of over 
300 fighters from around Europe competing 
for the gold medal in each weight class and 
Reynolds is prepared to fend off the rest and 
take the top prize. 

“I am always confident before any competi¬ 
tion but I will want to give this one more as it 
is the last of the season,” said Reynolds. 

“I know a lot of these fighters and for it to be 
on TV is another plus because I can show

what I can do to a wider audience.” The West 
Ham ABC boxer has had a terrific season both 
between the ropes and elsewhere. 

Having won all 15 of his fights this season, 
he also recently returned from a two-week 
visit to Los Angeles’ Wildcard Gym, home of 
world-famous trainer Freddie Roach, where he 
sparred with professional and amateur boxers 
from all around the world. 

Reynolds met current and future world 
champions on his Hollywood travels and the 
Farley Hill fighter is now ready to use his expe¬ 
rience to his advantage. 

“I think I earned respect in the USA,” said 
Reynolds. 

“I felt like I had something to prove to 
Freddie Roach and I think I did that. 

“He seemed really impressed with what I 
could do and said I could come back anytime 
which is a great honour.”
